Gen. Otto von Stuelpnagel hanged 
himself today in the same Paris 
prison from which scores of host- 
ages were ordered to death while 
he was governor-general of occu- 
pied France.

swinging in his cell before dawn at 
the end of a rope he had fashioned 
from strips of bedding and tied 
to a bar of the window.

German general, Johannes Blasko-

There -was lots of snow in many 
sections—the heaviest in the mid- 
dle Atlantic region and Kentucky. 
Rain and sleet pelted areas in the 
south and southwest and travel in 
some highways skidded to a slow 
pace. 


Cold weather with temperatures 
ranging from freezing to sub-zero 
levels, continued to envelop the 
northern half of the country. And 
in some parts of the south—Flor- 
ida, Louisiana and Texas —the 
mercury 
climbed to around a 
balmy 80 above.

of 20 requests each day for infor- 
mation on varied subjects.
